REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT OF THE 
TROY VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION 


The TVNA was incorporated in 1920. Its purpose was “To 
care for the sick and distressed of the town”. Today it gives 
skilled nursing and therapeutic service on a visiting basis in the 
home. 


On September 29, 1966 it met the requirements for participa- 
tion as an agency under the Health Insurance Benefits Program 
for the Aged (Medicare), thus broadening its scope. It expanded 
its program in 1967 to include Fitzwilliam residents. 


In July 1968, the whole program was resurveyed by a con- 
sultant from the State Health, Education and Welfare Dept. She 
reported that there had been a great deal of progress shown for 
the past two years and much interest and actual work done from 
each of its members. It was further stated that the TVNA is 
bringing a valued service to both Troy and Fitzwilliam and it will 
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continue to do so through continued community interest and sup- 
port. 


There are four regular meetings of the agency a year, when 
townspeople as well as officers, boards and committees are urged 
to attend. The annual meeting is in January. 


The Medical Advisory Committee meets twice a year to evalu- 
ate the program and report at the annual meeting.

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ZONING ORDINANCE 


TOWN OF TROY, NEW HAMPSHIRE 


PURPOSE: To promote the health, safety, convenience and 
general welfare of the community; to protect and conserve the 
value of property and economic welfare of the citizens of the 
Town of Troy and to promote the preservation of the rural aspect 
of the community, also that the community may grow in an 
orderly manner, the following ordinance is hereby enacted by the 
voters of said Town of Troy pursuant to the authority conferred 
by the Revised Statutes of the State of New Hampshire, Chapter 
31: 60-89, 1955. 

Section 1 
Establishment of Districts 

For the purpose of this ordinance, the Town of Troy is divided 
into three districts, as shown on the zoning map: A. Residence 
Districts, B. Business Districts, C. General Districts. 


Section 2 
General Provisions Applicable to All Districts 


1. Land to the depth of 300 feet from the center line of all 
public highways in the Town of Troy shall be subject to the 
provisions of this ordinance. 


2. No dwelling shall be erected upon a lot subject to this 
ordinance in the Town of Troy unless the lot has a frontage 
of at least 100 feet on a public highway or public right of 
way by 175 feet in depth, or 10,000 square feet per family 
unit, whichever is greater. 


3. The owner or developer of any subdivision or new housing 
development in any district shall provide a public right of 
way fifty feet in width from a public highway to all house 
lots in such subdivision or housing development and the 
entire area or such subdivision or housing development 


89 


shall become a Residence District subject to the provisions 
of Section 3 of this ordinance except by special exception 
granted by the Board of Adjustment. 


No new building of any sort, including mobile homes and 
trailers, shall be erected within the limits of the Town of 
Troy subject to this ordinance except with the approval in 
writing of the Zoning Board of Adjustment, in order to in- 
sure compliance with federal and state laws relative to 
water supplies, sanitation and fire hazards. 


No land shall be used for a dump or for storage of aban- 
doned vehicles or parts thereof, junk, scrap paper, rags or 
discarded material of any kind nor used in a manner that 
is disorderly, unsightly, noxious or detrimental to the public 
or prejudicial to the general welfare. 


The removal of clay, sod, loam, sand or gravel is per- 
mitted, either for private use or for sale, provided that the 
premises are restored to safe and sightly condition and 
protected against erosion within six months of the depletion 
of any portion of the bank or pit. A bank or pit shall be 
operated for a period in excess of six months only by a 
permit from the Board of Adjustment. 


Section 3 
Residence District Uses 


In the Residence Districts buildings or premises may be erected, 
altered or used and land may be used for the following purposes 


only: 
1. 


Dwellings, including lodging, rooming or boarding houses, 
apartment houses and accommodations for tourists and 
overnight guests, including motels. 


Churches, public buildings or clubs. 

Farms and truck or home gardens, excluding any use 
injurious or offensive to the neighborhood but including the 
sale of produce raised on the premises. 


Such accessory uses as are customary in connection with 
the foregoing uses and are incidental thereto but not includ- 
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ing business. Accessory uses may include the practice of a 
profession with the premises in which the practitioner 
resides, and also dressmaking, millinery and similar home 
occupations not conducted as a regular business. 


Signs shall be permitted for the following only: Town and 
State Highway directional and regulatory signs, historical 
signs and those signs used to advertise the profession or 
goods dealt in by owner or occupant of property on which 
placed, no sign or group of signs shall exceed twenty square 
feet, outside dimensions, and none shall be placed so as to 
obstruct the view on the highway. 


Section 4 
Business District Uses 


In the Business District, buildings or premises may be erected, 
altered or used and land may be used for the following purposes 


only: 
1. 


Any purposes or accessory use authorized in the Residence 
District. 


Restaurant or other eating place. 


Wholesale or retail stores, or shops for custom work or 
making of articles to be sold at retail on the premises. 


Business or professional offices, banks and the conduct of 
similar professional or business enterprises. 


Commercial amusement places including theatres, bowling 
alleys, skating rinks, billiard rooms, dance halls, and places 
of similar indoor recreation. 


Garages for storage or repairs of cars, and gasoline and oil 
filling stations. 


Such industrial or manufacturing uses as are not injurious, 
noxious, offensive or otherwise objectionable or hazardous 
to the community for any cause, for which the Board of 
Adjustment, upon petition, issues approval in writing. In 
the event of such a use being permitted, no building or 
structure shall be built of a height more than three stories, 
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but in no event to exceed forty feet except in such cases as 
may be approved by the Board of Adjustment and no 
building shall be built or erected for any purpose closer 
than ten feet from the sides of the lot nor closer than thirty 
feet from a property line adjoining the street. 


8. Such accessory uses as are customary in connection with 
the foregoing uses and are incidental thereto. Accessory 
uses shall not include the deposit or placing outside of any 
building any waste or refuse unless suitably screened. 


Section 5 
Genexal District Uses 


In a General District, there shall be no restriction on the use of 
any building erected or altered thereon nor on the use of the land 
except as stated in Section 2. 


Section 6 
Non-Conforming Uses 

1. Any lawful use of iand or of a building or part thereof at 
the time of the adoption of this ordinance may be con- 
tinued, although such use does not conform to the pro- 
visions of this ordinance. Any building occupied by a non- 
conforming use may be structurally altered or the use of 
such building changed to any other use not more detri- 
mental to the character of the district in which it is located. 
Should any conforming building occupied by a non- 
conforming use be destroyed or damaged by fire or other 
casualty, in whole or in part, it may be replaced by a build- 
ing to be used for the same purpose as the one destroyed, 
provided that such reconstructed building or new building 
shall not exceed in cubic contents the origina! building by 

more than twenty-five per cent. 


Section 7 
Board of Adjustment 


1. Appointment and Election: The selectmen shall make the 
initial appointment of the Board of Adjustment of five 
members, one for a term of five years, one for a term of 
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four years, one for a term of three years, one for a term 
of two years and one for a term of one year. The term of 
each member shall terminate as of the date of annual town 
meeting. Each member shall serve without compensation 
and until his successor is appointed. Thereafter upon 
expiration of the term of any member of said Board, his 
successor shall be appointed by the selectmen for a term of 
five years. 


2. The Board shall have the authority to grant special excep- 
tions and permits as required under this ordinance, and the 
authority to allow variances from the specific terms of this 
ordinance, where a literal enforcement of the terms will 
result in unnecessary hardship, but when objection is raised 
by a majority of the families residing or owning property 
within a radius of five hundred feet of the property in 
question, the Board shall hold a public hearing to receive 
evidence on both sides and shall have authority to decide 
whether the variance, special exception or permit shall be 
issued or not. 

Section 8 
Enforcement 
Upon any well-founded information that this ordinance is being 
violated, the selectmen shall on their own initiative take steps 
immediately to enforce the provisions of this ordinance. 


Section 9 
Validity 
The invalidity of any section or provisions of this ordinance 
shall not invalidate any other section or provisions hereof. 


Section 10 
Amendment 
The provisions of this ordinance may be amended or changed 
at any regular or special Town Meeting by a majority of the voters 
present as provided by law. 
Section 11 
Effective Date 
This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage.
